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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



The Examiner is thanl<ed forsranting the Applicant an interview on November 
1 5, 2004. As was noted during the interview, the Applicant respectfully submits that the 
cited art, among other things, does NOT teach or suggest converting a stream of 
bytecodes Into a pair of streams in a virtual machine (claim 1), or a method for 
executing instructions using the pair of streams (claim 29). However, per the 
agreement reached with the Examiner, claim 16 has been amended to additionally 
» recite the features recited in claims 1 , 2 and 22. In addition, claim 16 has been 

amended to further clarffy the subject matter regarded as the invention. Accordingly, it 
is respectfully submitted that claim 16 and its dependent claims are patentable over the 
cited art It should be noted that the new claims 31-44 recite similar features as those 
recited in claims 16 and its dependent claims. 

TTie Applicant respectfully requests that claims 1-5, 8-9, 1 1-15,19, 21 and 28-30 
be cancelled without disclaimer or prejudice. Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted 
that all pending claims are in condition for early allowance . However, the Applicant 
reserves the right to pursue claims of original scope in a continuation application. 

Additional limitations recited in the Independent claims or the dependent claims 
are not further discussed because the limitations discussed above are sufficient to 
distinguish the claimed Invention from the cited art. Accordingly, Applicant believes that 
all pending claims are allowable and respectfully requests a Notice of Allowance for this 
application from the Examiner.
